Markets Commission shall fix from time to time the date 
of commencement of trading in a delivery from within 
the period prescribed in clause (a). The Board may, how- 
ever, with the concurrence of the Forward Markets Com- 
mission permit commencement of trading otherwise than 
in the periods prescribed in clause (a) above.”
